POUG IN. -Y.,. March ‘T— 
Attacked by a farmhand while 
to her home at Van Wagoner Station 
after attending Sunday school at Pleasant 
Valley this morning, ‘Miss ‘Disa Hartje, 
18 years old, daughter of Jacob Hartie, 4 
well-to-do farmer, was seriously hurt. Her 
assailant, Walter Davis, 30 years old, is 
in the county’ jail, having been rescued 
by-the authorities from a posse of twenty- 
five angry farmers who were determined 
to lynch him. > 

Under Sheriff Frederick C. Hornbeck, 
accompanied by two Deppty Sheriffs and 
a local constable, arrived on the scene in 
time to save Davis from the miob; and 
hurried the assailant to a cell. 

Miss Hartje was losing consciousness 
after a desperate struggle with her assail- 
ant when Frank Ridgeway, a newspaper 
carrier, drove up. Davis fled, and Ridge- 
way lifted the) girl into ‘his wagon and 
drove to the home of William James: He 
telephoned to the Shériff’s office in this 
city, and Hornbeck and a Deputy Sheriff 
responded. 

The news of the attack spread and 
within half an hour a band of farmers 
armed with-shotguns went in pursuit of 
the fugitive. Davis left the highway and 
ran across the fields. The posse soon took 
up his trail and went in pursuit. Horh- 
beck received reinforcements and with 
two deputies and a constable joined in 
the chase. He realized the temper of the 
farmers and feared the assailant would 
be killed. The pursuers followed Davis 
five miles before they overtook. him. 

In a last desperate effort to escape 
Davis plunged into Wappinger’s Creek, 
which is flooded, and swam across. He 
surrendered only when bullets began to 
rain about him. Davis was cornered be- 
hind a rail fence in a thicket near the 
creek. He made a desperate fight and 
tried to pull a revolver. 

The farmers’ posse attempted to drag 
the prisoner away, and the Under Sheriff 
and his Deputies were, obliged to draw 
their pistols and threaten to shoot. 

The prisoner was taken to Miss Hartje’s 
home, and she NMentified him as her as- 
sailant. Miss Hartje said that she was 
Walking along the highway, reading Aa 
Sunday school paper, when she saw Da- 
vis ahead of her, walking slowly. As she 
Passed him, he threw himself upon her 
and bore her to the ground. With his 
hands at her throat, he tried to choke 
her, and in the struggle she Was cut and 
bruised. The attack took place half a 
mile west of Pleasant Valley.

The Sixty-ninth Regiment, 1,500 strong, 
under command of Col.: Louis D:-Conley, 
attended vespers yesterday afternoon at 
St. Patrick's Cathedral.. The soldiers, in 
dress. uniform, left the armory in Lexing- 
ton Avenue shortly before 4 o’clodk, “and, 
turning into East Twenty-sixth Street, 
marched to Fifth Avenue and then to the

Thousands of people lined Fifth Avenue, 
from “Twenty-sixth to Fiftieth Streets, 
and watched the marching regiment, 
which had no music except drums and 
bugles. Even these were only used as an 
incident to the Cathedral service. ‘ 

At Fiftieth Street, a. throng. gathered 
on the steps leading to the main entrance 
of the Catheiral, and as the regiment 
approached the chimes from the towers 
pealed cut a welconie. ‘ Flying from each 
side of the towers was a large American 
flag. 

Mgr. Lavelle, rector of the Cathedral, 
with two acolytes,‘met Col. Conley and 
his men atthe main door and escorted 
them down the middle aisles, which had 
been- reserved for their use. ‘When the 
regiment was seated, the procession from 
the sacristy began... First were two hun- 
dred altar boys, preceded by cross bear- 
érs; a dozen seminarians from Dunwoodie, 
and various priests of. the Cathedral. 

The last of the procession was brought 
up by Cardinal Farley, - attired in the 
ermine of his office, who ascended his 
throne and sat there until the vesper ser- 
vice was completed. 

Mer. Lavelle was the celebrant of the 
vesper service, and during it two hundred 
children from-the Cathedral hool and 
the seminarians alternated in the singing 
of the responses and hymns. Just as the

CANADA AS A “ NATION.” 

In presenting his budget speech at 
Ottawa Yast week Minister Wuirts 
declared once more that Canada did not 
reject reciprocity from hostility to the 
United States.. It was unnecessary to 
tell us again that Canada merely dis- 
sembis its:love for us, and harmed 
itgelf solely for our moral betterment. 
Minister Wurre declares that reciproc- 
ity was rejected on. “national” 
grounds. This “national” quality of 
Canada puzzies not a few Americans,

President Taft Pays High Tribute In 


Message—The 76th Anniversary 
- of the Late President’s Birth. 


The seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
birth of Grover Cleveland was commem- 
orated yesterday afternoon in the Great 
Hall of City College. A large audience 
heard speeches by men who knéw Cleve- 
land intimately and were associated with 
him ‘in-publi¢ life. 

Addresses were delivered by Charles 8. 
Fairchild, Secretary of the Treasury in 
Cleveland's first administration; Hilary 
A. Herbert, Secretary.of the Navy in the 
second administration; President Jacob 
Gould Schurman of Cornell, President 
John Grier Hibben of Princeton, Dr. 
Joseph D. Bryant, Cleveland’s physician, 
and Congressman Thomas Ww. Hardwick 
of Georgia. 

Mrs. Cleveland gat in the first row of 
the audiencé with Mrs. John H. Finley, 
Mrs. Daniel Lamont-and other friends. A 
portrait of Grover Cleveland, draped with 
an American flag, stood at one side of the

five carnations, sent by Alexander. Waren- 
dorff, who was a friend of the late Presi- 
dent, and these were presénted to Mrs.

‘Socialism, the enemy of the home, as, 
contrasted with Catholicism, the enemy 
of divorce, was the theme of “ 
and the Family,” the fourth of the Lenten 
conference sermons preached yesterday 
by Father Bernard Vaughan, the Eng- 

Jesuit. A huge congrégation filled 
overflowing all the seats and aisle 
spaces. of St. Patrick's Cathedral, for yes- 
terday was the feast day. of its patron 
saint, and, besides, Cardinal Farley cele- 
brated the high pontifical mass for the 
first time sinee his return from Rome. 
‘“My implacable quarrel with Socialism 
is this,” sald Father Vaughan, ‘‘ that in 
its\ recognized classics, in its propaganda, 
in its press, and in its unguarded utter- 
ances it propounds and proclaims a gos- 
pel about wediock and family life alto- 
gether subversive. of the teaching of 
No sane man can give him- 
self up to the study of Socialism without 
coming to the conclusion that, taken as 
an ethical and as an economic theory of 
life, it is committed to. doctrines about 
marriage which it would seem must in- 
evitably destroy the home, and 80 under- 
mine the State. Socialism is founded on 
@ philosophy of life which makes the in- 
Gissolubility of marriage ridiculous. 

“When you rise up and fight Socialism 
you are fighting to save the child. and 
the family, for it would. make mother- 
hood not a duty, but. a trade, and would 
make of the children but tools of the 
State. Oh, my brethren, better the: Mas- 
sacre of the Innocents than that such a 
thing should be! It is am onslaught on 
the home.”’ 

Then, in honor of the day, the preacher 
turnea his discourse upon Ireland. 

“The Irish are a great people,”’ he said, 
“and when-I look at Erin Go-Bragh 1 
see a picture of brave men and pure wo- 
men, and you are splendidly a great peo- 
ple because you have taught the world 


the meaning of the sanctity of married 
life. Have done with the flirting, with 
the coquetry with Socialism. : Check _ it. 
Baffle it. Balk it. . They would stir up 
trouble between the Irish and the clergy 
in Ireland, between the péople and the 
priests. I am told by some that in this 
country: the Irish are already rallying to 
the red flag. Oh, rally to the green 
flag; and if the be red at all upon it, 
let it be the blood of martyrs! Rally, 
oh, my brethren, to the faith of the fa- 
therland! 

“Until Socialism shall have shifted its 
centre of gravity from . anti-Christian 
premises, until Socialists shall have pub- 
licly renounced the philosophy of life as 
formulated by the founders of their cult, 
and until their men of light and leading 
‘shall have made it clear to us that So- 
Cialism indorses, upholds, and enforces 
the time-honored traditions of the Chris- 
tian family and the Christian home, we 
have no alternative but to denounce So- 
cialism from pulpit and platform, in pub- 
lic and in private, as. a most insidjous 
menace to the State, which must resf on 
its own God-given foundation, the home.’’ 


Socialism and the Family Life. 


Father Vaughan pointed out that in the 
Catholic Church marriage is absolutely 
indissoluble. There could never be a com- 
promise on this point. Nations might slip 
away, but Holy Church would never 
yield. 

“If only man and wife made fuller al- 
lowance for their differences in tastes 
and in heredity, in temperament and in 
character; if, instead of exacting so much 
more, they were to be contented with £o 
much less each from each; if, in. a word, 
their demands upon one another's lives, 
instead of being measured by what each 
wanted from the other, ‘were, on the con- 
trary, to be regulated by what the other 
could give, then, after long years of 
wedded life, in the words of my poet, to 
the wife’s fond whisper, ‘More years 
have’ made me love thee more,’ there 
might far oftener be heard the husband's 
firm reply, ‘There is none I dove like 
thee.’ ’’

faith forever opposed to divorce, but for-
